Immediately a shout arose from the assem- 
bly of Long live Karageorgevitch.”

WAITERS FALTER; 
ON LEADER OUT. 


With Union Disin- 
tegrating They Finally | 
Take First Steps To- | 
ward Arbitration. 


GOMPERS HERE TO HELP. 


National Labor Chief Hears Both 
Sides and Offers His Serv. 
ices for Peace; He 


Organized labor brought its most powerful 
agencies to bear on the Cooks and Waiters’ 
union yesterday, and the hotel and restaurant 
strike probably will be declared off tomor- 
row, and the differences that caused it sub- 
mitted to arbitration, One of the leaders al- 
ready has resigned. 

Leaders of national reputation, led by Pres- 
ident Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, investigated the strike, ad- 
vised the cooks and waiters to treat with 
their employers in a businesslike way, and 
offered their services should they be needed 
to secure an adjustment. 

On every hand the strikers were given to 
understand that their strength was waning, 
and that they would better open negotiations 
tor a speedy settlement of the controversy, 
The effect of thé universal opposite to 
their attitude on arbitration became manifest 
before the close of the day, and the joint 


board of the unidén, the governing body, be- 
gan to weakefl. 


Vice President Withdraws. 


The union’s policy was unmercifully scored . 
last night at a meeting of the colored waiters’ | 
local. The attack came in a letter of resigna- 

tion from Vice President J. T. Brewington | 
who announced that he could no longer re- 
main in office and be a party to a “form ot 
highway robbery.” 

Brewington's action marks the first formal 
break in the ranks of the strikers, and it was 
greeted with mingled cheers and hisses from 
the rank and file of the organization. Many 
of his hearers signified their intentfon of 
following his lead unléss the policy of the 
board is quickly and materially changed.

Strikers Sue for Peace.

Darrow to approach some of the 
hotel men and open a way for peace nego- 
tiations. An hour later a committee of its 
members was sent to ask John C. Driscoll 
of the Associated Teaming Interests to take 
up the dispute, and at the close of the after- 
noon the board authorized the Steam Power | 
eouncil to become a party to the negotiations. 

The sudden change of front by the strike 
leaders failed to stop the rapid disintegra- 
tion of the union. Hundreds of its mem- 
bers appealed to their employers for rein- 
statement. The bartenders in many of the 
leading hotels arranged to return to work, 
and the chefs in most of the restaurants took 
the same action. 

Many of the strikers were told their places 
had been filled. Others were shown about 
the hotels and asked whether the house had 
the aPpearance of suffering from a strike. 
When the men returned to union head- 
quarters with their stories they found ready 
listeners, and the spirit of discontent spread 
like wildfire. 

Many employers showed no desire for peace 
negotiations. They feel that they hold the 
whip hand, and that they have the opportu- 
nity to crush the union and make it impos- 
sible for Chicago to experience another hotel 
and restaurant strike for many years. 


Gompers Offers His Services. 

The labor leaders of the country were fully 
aware of conditions when they met with the 
joint board of the union. President Gompers 
said he would have liked to become a medi- 
ator in the struggle immediately, so as to 
stop all danger of disruption. This he could 
not do, as he has an engagement to speak at 
Lake Depew, III., this afternoon. He will 
return to Chicago late tonight, however, and 
tomorrow will assume charge of the situation 

if the strikers appeal to him again. 

„The waiters’ strike brought me to Chi- 
cago,’ said President Gompers, and I met 
with some members of the joint board this 
afternoon, If my services as mediator are 
desired I may take the controversy up on 
Wednesday, when I return to the city. I am 

Willing to make overtures to either side for 
‘a settlement if in my judgment spat course 
‘would be wise. 

I believe the hotels should . 
but this does not mean that the nonunion 
employés should be discharged, but, rather, 
brought into the fold, an end that surely is 
desirable. The advent of employers’ asso- 
clations in labor questions is desirable, I be- 
Heve, and will result in à better understand- 
ing. More agreements can be made and a 
conciliatory policy will prevail.” 

Stop Shipment of Help. 
Most of the employers were too busy 
their establishments in running or- 
der to talk about peace.

The wall of water came Gown 
the gulches, enveloped the town, and then 
swept on. It was sudden and short. Wil- 
low creek, ordinarily ten feet wide and six 
inches deep, in less than ten minutes was 
400 feet wide and twenty feet deep. The 
wall of water could be seen coming down the 
gulch, but it rushed with such rapidity thet 
the inhabitants had not time to get out of 
its path. 

Heppner is the county seat of Morrow coun- 
ty, Ore., and had about 1,250 Inhabitants. 

The Portland office of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation company this afternoon re- 
ceived the following message, via Echo:

Residence Section Wiped Out.

Early in the afternoon there was a thunder 
storm covering a wide region of country, and 
later a heavy rain storm set in, many of the 
small overflowing their banks in a 
short time. Bridges were swept awey like 
straws, and the darkness of the night soon 
made the situation more distressing.

The statement consist- 
ed of the memorandum submitted by the 
B'nai B’rith on the massacre in April, a 
tentative draft of a petition to the czar, which 
it was desired this government should of- 
cially, or semi-officially, assist in delivering 


and copies of the replies of Secretary Hay 
and President Roosevelt to his callers. 

The memorandum says the facts concern- 
ing the Kisheneff massacre as officially re- 
ported by the Russian government have ap- 
palled and horrified not only the Jews in 
Russia and elsewhere but the whole Amer- 
an people, who want something done and 
whose hostility to Russia, if nothing is done, 
will become intensified and fixed. 

It is declared desirable to end this state 
of things without breach of diplomatic eti- 
quette or embarrassment to the government, 
and one or both of the subjoined methods 
therefore were submitted for consideration: 

“A. A petition to the czar, to which the 
B'nai B'rith will get the signatures of the 
1 ig men in the various states. This gov- 
ernment to assist unofficially or semi-official- 
ly in securing the delivery of this petition to 
the czar and in procuring a favorable reply 
thereto, either by a direct communication or 
some other form of public expression. The, 
manner in which the government can ren- 
der such assistance is not suggested, for 
obvious reasons, but the government’s in- 
terest in the plan should be made known. 

B. Using the Kisheneff and other recent 
incidents of more or less similar nature as 
grounds for an official invitation by the Unit- 
ed States, addressed to all the powers, to an 
international conference, to consider perse- 
cutions and oppressions growing out of racial 
and religious prejudices and hatred, and to 
protect icivilization and international con- 
cord from the evil effects of such persecu- 

‘tions and oppressions.” 
Hay Explains Nation’s Stand. 

In reply to the memorandum, Secretary 

No person of ordinary humanity can have 
hear without deep emotion the story of 
cruel outrages inflicted upon the Jews of 
Kisheneff. ‘These lamentable events have | 

‘Caused the profoundest impression through- 
out the world; but most especially in this 
country, where there are so many of your 
coreligionists who form such a desirable ele- 
ment of our population in industry, thrift, 
public spirit; and commercial morality. No- 
body can ever make the Americans think 
ill of the Jews as a class or as a race—we 
know them too well. 
“You will observe that no civilized gov- 
ernment in the world ‘has yet taken official 
action—this consideration alone would bid 
us to proceed with care. The emperor of 
Russia is entitled to our respect, not merely 
as the ruler of a great and friendly nation 
but as a man whose personal character is 
even more elevated than his exalted station. 

We should not be justified in assuming 
mat this enlightened sovereign, who has 
given so many proofs of his devotion to 
peace and religious tolerance, has not done 
and is not doing all that lies in his power 
to put a stop to these atrocities, to punish 
the guilty, whether they belong to the ignor- 
ant populace or to high official circles. 

In fact, all we know of the state of 
things in Russia tends to justify the hope 
that even out of the present terrible situa- 
tion some good results may come; that ho 
who watches over Israel does not slumber, 
and that the wrath of man, now as so often 
in the past, shall be made to praise him.“

Baltimore Police Take Unus- 


ual Precautions in Watch- 
ing Over Roosevelt. 


NO CHANCES ARE TAKEN. 


ists Given as Explanation—

Baltimore, Md., June 15.—President Roose- 
velt was the guest of honor at the grand 
concert tonight of the northeastern singer- 
fest. His trip from the depot to the armory 
was made under a heavy police guard. In 
explanation of the extraordinary . precau- 
tions it was stated by Marshal Farnan that 
they were to guard against a possible at- 
tack by an anarchist. He said: 

There are thousands of persons in the 
city, and it was thought some anarchistic or 
other ‘crank’ might be among them. We 
did not want anything unpleasant to occur 
and simply took precautionary measures. I 
have no knowledge or suspicion that any 
person would attempt to injure the presi- 
dent; I believe he could walk our streets 
unmolested; but as he was the guest of the 
singerfest the police department deemed 
it wise to take every precaution.” 


Street Is Lined with Police. 


Ten. policemen rode close to the curbs of 
the streets en route from the depot to the 
hall with the presidential party, while a solid 
phalanx preceded the carriage and a squad 
followed with the noses of their horses re- 
maining near the hind wheels of the vehicle. 
Along the route 400 picked men in uniform 
and plain clothes lined the curbs so as to pre- 
vent any one approaching too near the chief 
executive’s carriage. At the armory a large 
force of policemen and soldiers had cleared 
the approach to a private entrance, and the 
president was escorted by President Wieman 
and Congressman Wachter to a retiring 
room, where he awaited the completion of 
one of the choruses. 

The same precautions were observed on the 
return trip to the Union station. Along the 
route the president was cheered continuous- 
ly, and smiled and bowed from right to left 
during the trip. 


Pleased to Meet the Singers. 


In his address to those in attendance at 
the singerfest the president said: 

Let me rst congratulate Baltimore upon 
what she has done, and upon the way she 
has done it; and then let me welcome the 
members of the singerfest association and 
all the guests of Baltimore this evening.

CITY’S CENSUS IS 1.942.500, 
BASED ON THE DIRECTORY. 


Expert Henry L. Smith Makes This Esti- 
ula tion—64 7, 


The new city directory, the first sixty-four 
pages of which were printed yesterday, will 
give the city a population of 1,042,500—a gain 
of 243,925 over the government census of 1900. 
This was the opinion expressed yesterday by 
Henry L. Smith of the firm of R. R. Donnel- 
ley & Co., which is printing the directory. 
“We estimate there are about 22,000 more 
| names than there were last year, when they 
numbered 625,000," said Mr. Smith. 
ing the last four years there have been an 
increase each year of from 18,000 to 22,000 
names. Computing three persons for each 
name, the approximate population will be 
1,942,500. The migratory character of Chi- 
cagoans is shown by a daily average of 100 
letters that I receive from persons who have 
moved and who want me to insert their cor- 
rect addresses in the directory.” 
We have figured Chicago's population at 
1,885,000," said Dr. C. St. Clair Drake of the 
bureau of vital statistics of the health de- 
partment, but we are extremely conserva- 
tive. We compute that the population in- 
creases at the rate of 3.5 per cent each year, 
but the average increase each year between 
1890 and 1900 was 5.4 per cent. Computing 
on the latter percentage the directory figures 
would not be far from correct.“ 
“fhe chief gains in population, according to 
the directory canvassers, have been along the 
lines of the elevated railroads. If there has 
been any special drift of population it has 
been toward the northwest.

Members of the ministerial arbitration 
board which recently adjusted differences 
between the engineers and certain packing 
houses were criticised by their brethren of 
the cloth yesterday for having asked a fee 
for their services. 

To minister, and not to be ministered unto, 
Was declared by the Methodist preachers to 
de the duty of pastors in all work under- 
taken by them. Further, it was asserted that 
to demand a fee for acting as arbitrators 
placed a too heavy burden on the shoulders 
ot labor, who had cther necessary expenses 
to meet in connection with the matters in 
dispute. “ 

The members of the board of arbitration 
were the Rev. Wiliam M. Lawrence, pastor 
of the Second Baptist church; the Rev. Ed- 
ward A. Kelly, pastor of the St. Cecilia 
Roman Catholic church: and the Rev. Myron 
W. Haynes of the Belden Avenue Baptist 
church. It was reported that they asked 
$1,000 each as remuneration, and on that 
report the Methodist ministers appointed a 
committee to investsigate. 


Find Error in Judgment. 
This committee, composed of the Rev. 


and the Rev. Harry F. Ward, submitted its 
findings yesterday, which were adopted, 
They vontained these statements: 

Some time during the hearing the question 
of remuneration came up in the board. It 
was represented by one of the members that 
the protracted sitting had seriously inter- 
fered with hie duttes to his church, and 
that he believed it his duty to ask for a 
reasonable remuneration which would be 
applied to liquidating the debt on his church, 
The board decided that Mr. Haynes should 
represent it in the matter, which he did in 


as follows: 

„The board decided that $1,000 each 
would be a reasonable sum for our services. 
We had fifteen sittings, besides giving the 
matter much time and thought outside the 
actual sittings of the board. We therefore 
conclude that the packers ought to pay one- 
half this amount, and the engineers the 
other half.’ 

The engineers, who had been allowed 
by the board 30 cents an hour for their la- 
bor, voted to compensate the arbi- 
trators at the same rate—namely: 30 
cents an hour for, forty-eight hours. 
or $14.40 each. The packers sent 
their checks for the full amount asked, 
which checks, in two instances, so the com- 
mittee was informed, were returned. Wheth- 
er the other was returned this committee 
ig unable to say. 


Burden Too Heavy for Labor. 


“This committee, however, would record 
as its conviction that it was a serious error 
o Judgment to ask $3,000 for the services 
rendered. If the workingman is ever to be 
induced to accept arbitratiom such arbitra- 
tion must be put within his ability ‘to pay 
for it. When it is remembered that the 
stenographers’ bill alone was more than 
$1,200, that the hotel bills were $80, and other 
expenses, not to mention attorneys’ fees, 
were in proportion, it will be seen that the 
addition of $3,000 for an arbitration court 
becomes a heavy burden, particularly to the 
side of labor. 

Tour committee holds that as the min- 
ister and the church -occupy what may 
properly be called a unique place in the com- 
munity, no claim for remuneration, above 
actual expenses, ought to have been made.

Every day they went to the stockyards to- 
gether chaffing each other in & wholesouled 
though often boisterous manner, and at night 
returned discussing the trades of the day 
in the same vein of raillery. They got up | 
hoaxes on each other and in the company 
of acquaintances held each other up to the 
sort of mock ridicule that attests the depth 
of a mutual attachment. Friends concluded 
that the two inseparables were safe in each 
other’s cempany, for neither ever lost his 
temper. 

Saturday afternoon Byrnes was walking 
down Emerald avenue when he spied his 
friend Gibson sitting in the window of 
Bracken’s blacksmith shop, near Forty-sec- 
ond street. Gibson had his chair tilted back 
and his heels cocked high on the window sill. 

**Oho, old pal. you're perchin' high fer 
an’ old bird, ain't you?” cried Byrnes, lean- 
ing through the window, lifting Gibson’s 
ankles and tilting him farther back in his 
chair.

IF RUSSIA SHOULD REMONSTRATE. 

If the Russian government should ad- 
dress to that of the United States a cour- 
teous remonstrance on account of the ill- 
treatment of the colored people in the south, 
what would happen? | 

First, there would bea sputter of indigna- 
tion on the part of the jingoes. Many furi- 
ous patriots would insist on declaring war 
against the country whose government had 
“insulted” the republic. Nobody would 
clearly know how Russia could be reached 
so as to be greatly harmed. Its commerce 
by sea is not extensive and would not afford 
prizes to American cruisers, and by land 
the empire is as unassailable as is the United 
States. Its possessions on the Pacific ocean 
are more open to attack than those on the 
Black or Baltic sea, but not even in Man- 
churia could Russia be attacked to much 
advantage. The railway system would en- 
able the Russians to send to the coast all 
the men and supplies that were needed, 
while the Americans would be far from 
their base of supplies at Manila. 

‘Commercially the United States would 

be a loser by war. Russia is one of the 
countries in which its manufactures are 
welcomed and in which the demand for 
them is constantly growing. American 
agricultural implements, machinery, and 
railway supplies are in great demand in the 
empire. The Manchurian railway was 
constructed by American engineers with 
American rails, and was equipped with 
American locomotives and cars. Russian 
exports to this country are inconsiderable, 
and if they ceased altogether there would 
be no distress in the dominions of the czar. 
So, perhaps, the cry of the jingoes that the 
wounded honor of the country demanded 
war would not appeal to the moderate and 
level headed citizens of the United States, 
who in the last analysis would have the de- 
cision of the question, 

What would happen next? The last lot 
of the negroes in the south would be worse 


be more than human if they did not feel a 


remonstrance and visit on the _ helpless 
blacks. the ill-feeling they could not gratify 
at the expense of the militant Russians. 
Consciously or unconsciously the white op- 
pressor in the United States would make his 
heel bear heavier upon the colored man 
than before. The negro would be discrim- 


inated against even in the north. The ill: 


will which is shown in some quarters would 
increase. The people who believed formerly 
that the negro was unfitted for any educa- 
tion, and now think he is incapable of the 
higher education, would conclude that he 
is fit for nothing but slavery or serfdom. 
The belief entertained by many that the 
negro is fit to work but cannot think, and 
is not even fit to work unless he has a white 
taskmaster put over him, would make new 
converts daily. There would be no haven 
of rest for the colored brother anywhere in 
the United States until the irritation caused 
by the remonstrance of Russia had died out. 

Why is it not equally true that a remon- 
strance from the United States addressed 
to Russia on the subject of the persecu- 
tion of the Jews would have a similar ct- 
fect? The president of the B’nai B'rith 
said in his address at the annual meeting 
of the order May 17: 

We must not overlook the order of the czar to 


his officer® to suppress and punish any outbreaks 
Against the Jews. .. . It is neither fair nor 


cause of the murderous brutality of a frenzied 
mod. The fate of the Jews in Russia will 
depend finally upon the ruler of the Russian em- 
pire. To his sense of justice and to the humane 
spirit which he has so often manifested the Jews 
‘must look for protection when ignorance, preju- 
dice, and lawlessness assail them. 


Manifestly this intelligent philanthropist 
knew whereof he affirmed. He believes 
the czar to be naturally a humane man, 
that the Russian government is convinced 
that its safety lies in maintaining peace 
and order, aud that it is opposed to the 
persecution of any class of its subjects. 
Since the massacre at Kisheneff, which 
nobody can apologize for or defend, the 


governor of Bessarabia has been dismissed | 


in disgrace. It is authoritatively said that 
more than 500 Russians are now in jail 
for failing to enforce or for violating the 
laws and for not protecting the Jews in 
the province. Whether the statements are 
exaggerated or uot, it is clearly demon- 
strated that the central government is in 
the sternest manner punishing the indi- 
viduals responsible for the outbreak at 
Kisheneff, and is showing every dispos!- 
tion to protect the Jewish population. 

A remoustrance from the United States 
addressed to the Russian government on 
behalf of the Jews would have precisely 
the contrary effect from that intended. It 
would increase hostility among the com- 
mon people of Russia towards the Jews 
and would make the lot of the four millions 
or more of them in southern Russia harder 
than it is at present. It would irritate aud 
provoke “the ruling race and do no good 
to anybody. : 

If the policy of remonstrance which would 
be so disastrous to the Jews should be in- 
sisted upon it would be difficult to avoid 
the conclusion that it was inspired by po- 
litical feeling or considerations in the Unit- 
ed States—that its promoters took little or 
no account of the real welfare of the perse- 
cuted race, but that under the pretense of 
sympathy for Jews abroad they were en- 
deavoring to embarrass the president and 
administration at home and to cultivate a 
low order of politics in their own country 
under the pretense of promoting the cause 
of humanity in the dominions of the czar.

LD world monarchs are not respon- 
sible, as a generab rule, for those pre- 
posterous prosecutions for lese ma- 
jesty which excite so much ridicule | 
and indignation in this country. These 
are, in ninety-nine cases out of every hun- 
dred, the work of some overzealous officials, 
and are ignored by the.sovereign until his 
attention is called thereto by the public press, 
Indeed, the only rulers whom I can recall 
as having personally initiated proceedings 
of lese majesty are the late King Alexander 
of Servia and., in one-memorable jnstance, 
King Leopold of Belgium, who did not, how- 
ever, venture upon.any such action in Bel- 
gium, but had recourse . to, the German 
courts. 

If I call attention to this it is because an 
11 year old schoolboy, the son of a poor 
carpenter, has just appeared before the 
Vienna tribunals on a charge of lese majesty, 
his accuser being a schoolmate of about the 
same age, Who claimed that he had spoken 
d@isrespectfully of the emperor. Fortunate- 
ly, the courts acquitted the child and set 
him free. But. by direction of the emperor, 
who has manifested the keenest indignation 
about the matter, Premier Koerber, who is, 
Ukewise the minister of justice, has jnaugu- 
rated a searching inquiry in order to ascer- 
tain who are the officials responsible for 
having subjected a mere child to the excite- 
ment, the alarm, and the disgrace of arrest, 
magisterial hearings, and, eventually, of a 
public trial, with all that it entaile in the 
way of publicity, cross-examination, etc. 

Francis Joseph insists that the authori- 
ties responsible for this shall not merely 
be reprimanded but likewise severely. pun- 
ished, realizing not merely the cruel injus- 
tice of the proceedings, since the stigma of 
arrest and indictment will follow the boy 
throughout his life, but likewise the fact that 
it is just things such as these which serve to 
impair popularity of the monarchical syste 
‘both at home and abroad. : F 
. It ig the same with most of the prosecu- 
‘tions on charges of lese majesty in Ger- 
many. The kaiser himself is in no wise re- 
sponsible for them, and, when they are 
brought to his notice, usually expresses his 
disapproval by reprimanding the officials 
concerned, and by causing pardons to be at 
once issued to those who have been sub- 
jected to penalties of the law in connection 
therewith. 


An agreement has been reached whereby 
the ex-crown princess of Saxony is to be al- 
lowed to retain possession of her baby 
daughter until the latter is 6 years of ag>. 
It is understood that the crown prince, who 
has all along shown himself most chivalrous 
and forbearing in the entire matter, has 
brought aboyt this concession to his former 
wife, for whom, it is asserted by those in a 
position to know, he retains nothing but 
sentiments of profound pity, and even 
of affection. 

It is thoroughly understood, however, that 
any rapprochement between the ex-crown 
princess and Giron would, of course, be 
followed by the immediate removal of the 
child to Dresden, and it is anticipated that 
the companionship of the latter will, under 
the circumstances, prove the most effective 
safeguard against any further indiscretions 
on the part of the princess—indiscretions 
that, as far as the past is concerned, were 
attributable to an unbalanced condition of 
mind resulting from her delicate state of 
health. This is now generally admitted by 
most of the members of the royal house 
of Saxony, and the widowed queen, in par- 
ticular, in a letter written to a friend, has 
not only given expression to this conviction 
but likewise to profound sympathy for the 
poor woman.” 

The princess will make her home in the 
south of France, where a chateau and estate 
have been rented for her by her parents in 
the neighborhood of Avignon. Austrian ter-
